Even  as  1  state  that  problem,  1 
can  almost  hear  someone  thinking, 
“But  I  thought  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  had  plenty  of  money. 
What  have  we  done  with  thl 
money?” 

Expenses  Increased 

We  have  advanced;  that  is  whal 
we  have  done  with  the  money.  We 
have  advanced  as  rapidly  as  in¬ 
creases  in  receipts  have  permitted. 
In  1950  we  appointed  111  mission¬ 
aries.  In  1951  we  appointed  58. 
We  expect  to  have  about  90  for  1952 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Meantime, 
expenses  of  field  operations  have 
advanced.  We  have  sent  numbers 
of  missionaries  into  new  areas  of 
work,  where  we  had  no  property  to 
begin  with.  In  Japan,  for  instance, 
where  we  had  less  than  20  mis¬ 
sionaries  before  the  last  world  war 
we  now  have  almost  100  mission¬ 
aries  on  the  field.  We  have  enter¬ 
ed  a  dozen  or  more  other  new 
areas  of  work. 

All  of  this  has  called  for  heavy 
increases  in  three  classifications  of 
appropriations:  missionary  support, 
field  operations,  and  capital  expen¬ 
ditures.  The  large  increase  in  our 
receipts  over  the  past  five  years 
has  decreased  the  percentage  ex¬ 
penses  of  home  administration  by 
about  50  per  cent.  But  we  cannot 
make  large  increases  in  our  mis¬ 
sionary  staff  without  automatical¬ 
ly  creating  the  necessity  for  large 
increases  in  appropriations  for

Dear  Mr.  President 
Some  months  ago  there  appeared  in 
the  press  a  pastoral  letter  of  Pedro  Car¬ 
dinal  Segura,  Archbishop  of  Seville, 
Spain,  criticizing  tUe  practice  of  toler¬ 
ance  and  benevolence  toward  Protest¬ 
ants.  It  was  deeply  disturbing. 

We  have  always  been  distressed  by 
the  cruel  discrimination  of  the  present 
Spanish  government  against  our  Span- 
isa  brethren  of  Protestant  faith.  Protest¬ 
ants  cannot  pracUce  as  physicians,  law¬ 
yers,  teachers,  or  hold  public  office. 
Baptism,  marriage  or  other  spiritual 
comfort  received  at  the  hands  of  their 
own  ministers  or  in  accordance  with  the 
rites  of  their  own  communions  have  no 
legal  recognition. 

Protestants  cannot  advertise,  call  pub¬ 
lic  attenUon  to  their  religious  buildings, 
or  make  public  announcement  of  the 
hour  or  place  of  their  religious  services. 
They  are  forbidden  to  organize  new  con¬ 
gregations,  establish  new  places  of  wor¬ 
ship,  operate  schools  for  their  children 
or  recreational  centers  for  their  people. 
Discrimination  of  this  kind  is,  of  course, 
repugnant  to  Americans  brought  up  to 
respect  as  unalienable  the  right  of  all 
men  to  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness. 

Cardinal  Segura  published  his  pastoral 
only  a  few  days  after  a  physical  attack 
on  a  Protestant  pastor  and  the  desecra¬ 
tion  of  a  Protestant  church.  Its  timing 
suggests  episcopal  blessing  on  violence. 
This  is  shocking  to  the  conscious  of 
Americans  of  all  faiths  and  serves  to 
highlight  the  anti -democratic  character 
of  the  preseut  Spanish  government. 

We  write  this  as  Protestant  ministers 
and  laymen,  but  we  voice,  we  believe, 
the  opinion  of  many  American  Roman 
Catholics,  Jews  and  others  when  we  re¬ 
spectfully  ask  you  to  exercise  your  au¬ 
thority  to  withhold  further  financial  aid 
to  the  Spanish  government,  and  that  no 
consideration  be  given  to  an  alliance 
between  that  government  and  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  United  States  until  the 
Spanish  government  establishes  full  civil 
rights  and  freedom  of  faith  and  worship 
in  Spain. 


The  Sheriff  Is  Right 


We  doubt  if  many  wet  news- 
pa|H-rs  as  well  as  many  who  claim 
I  hut  the  prohibition  iaws  cannot 
be  enforced  will  carry  the  article 
which  appeared  in  the  Nov.  29 
issue  of  the  Clarion-Ledger  and 
written  by  one  of  its  ace  report¬ 
ers.  Charles  M.  Hills.  Mr.  Hills 
re  nor  ted  on  an  interview  with 
Sheriff  Luther  G.  Holyfield  of 
Rnnkin  county.  The  sheriff  has 
gone  a  long  way  toward  cleaning 
up  the  notorious  Gold  Coast  of 
List  Jackson  and  in  his  interview 
with  Mr.  Hills  offers  some  sugges¬ 
tions  for  better  law  enforcement. 

Among  his  suggestions  are: 

1.  Separation  of  the  office  of 
sheriff  and  tax  collector.  He  thinks 
either  job  is  a  man-sized  one. 

2.  Modernization  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  concerning  law 
enforcement. 

3.  Abolition  of  the  justice  of  the 
peace  and  constable  system  and 
the  substituting  therefor  inter¬ 
mediary  courts  (county  courts). 

Sheriff  Holyfield  cites  the  case 
of  Oklahoma  which  has  adopted 
a  simple  enabling  act  under  which 
the  federal  government  is  able  to 
refuse  licenses  to  whiskey  dealers 
in  that  state.  In  other  words,  in 
Oklahoma,  whiskey  is  illegal 
whether  it  is  moonshine  or  federal 
tax-paid.  It  gets  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  out  of  partnership  with 
the  bootleggers. 

The  Rankin  sheriff  also  says 
that  our  enforcement  rtiles  are 
tl»e  ones  in  effect  100  years  ago. 

We  have  modernized  other  things, 
why  not  enforcement  procedure? 

He  also  cited  the  fact  that  today 
we  are  spending  four  and  five 
times  as  much  for  common-school  *  * 
education  as  we  did  20  years  ago. 

“Yet,’*  he  says,  “we  aren’t  provid¬ 
ing  law-enforcement  protection  for 
the  children  we  need  to  educate. 

We  still,  as  sheriff,  have  to  travel 
°n  the  same  rules  we  had  set  out 
for  sheriffs -IDO  years  ago. 
also  thinks  tliat  the  sale  of  whis-  la' 
key  should  be  made  a  felony. 

We  are  in  thorough  agreement  case  of 
*»th  Sheriff  Holyfield.  In  fact,  we  In  c 


meaning  of  such  action  is,  “If  you 
criticize  my  way  of  doing  it.  I’ll 
embarrass  you  by  naming  you  as 
a  deputy.” 

Our  constitution  guarantees  the 
right  of  free  speech.  Law  enforce¬ 
ment  is  “going  some”  when  those 
who  get  sick  and  tired  of  poor  en¬ 
forcement  and  ask  that  officers  do 
what  they  were  elected  to  do,  re¬ 
sort  to  deputizing  tliose  who  ask 
that  the  sheriff  do  his  sworn  duty 
and  are  asked  to  do  what  the  sher¬ 
iff  was  elected  to  do. 

We  have  heard  many  people 
offer  criticisms  of  various  people. 
If  the  above  is  right  and  legal  they 
should  be  deputized  to  carry  out 
the  other  fellow’s  job. 

We  doubt  if  any  candidate  for 
sheriff  would  get  many  votes  if 
he  would  state,  before  the  primary, 
(hat  if  elected  and  anyone  dared 
criticize  his  work  they  would  be 
deputize^  to  do  what  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  to  do. 

Has  Mississippi  come  to  the 
place  where  a  demand  for  law  en¬ 
forcement  means  being  deputized 
to  do  the  work  for  which  the  sher¬ 
iff  was  elected? 

A  better  plan  would  be  for  any 
sheriff,  who  cannot  or  will  not  try 
to  enforce  all  laws,  to  resign  and 
let  the  people  elect  someone  who 
will. 


have  been  advocating  the  very 
things  he  advocates. 

If  the  Legislature  will  give  us 
better  means  of  law  enforcement 
we  will  have  better  law  enforce¬ 
ment  in  many  places. 

We  fiave  often  pointed  out  that 
selling  whiskey  is  a  deliberate  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  law  and  that  a  fine 
is  simply  a  way  of  paying  off.  We 
doubt  if  a  fine  has  ever  stopped  a 
bootlegger.  But  a  few  jail  sen¬ 
tences  would. 

During  the  last  Legislature  most 
of  its  members  claimed  to  be  very 
anxious  for  law  enforcement.  If 
they  are,  do  as  Oklahoma  lias  done 
and  break  up  the  alliance  of  the 
United  States  Government  and  the 
bootleggers.  We  have  very  little 
faith  in  the  legislator  who  crys  for 
law  enforcement  but  who  fails  to 
vote  for  those  things  that  will  help 
us  gel  better  enforcement. 

Frankly,  it  seems  to  us  that 
there  are  too  many  loop-holes  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  bootlegger. 

The  recent  liquor  refrendum  car¬ 
ried  with  it  a  mandate  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  to  provide  for  better  en¬ 
forcement.  W’e  shall  watch  to  see 
if  those  who  voted  for  the  refer¬ 
endum  will  be  true  to  their  vote.

(Continued  From  Page  One) 
field  work  and  capital  purposes.  .  . 

In  the  lbJ  budget  we  have 
eliminated  all  requests  tor  increas¬ 
es  in  field  operations,  and  have 
held  appropriations  at  the  1  9  S  2 
level,  despite  increases  in  costs  in 
all  areas.  This  required  that  we  re¬ 
duce  by  ever  $400,000  the  requests 
for  increases  in  field  appropria¬ 
tions.  Even  then,  we  have  been 
able  to  include  the  1052  appointees 
and  balance  the  budget  only  by  the 
fact  that  Woman's  Missionary  Un¬ 
ion  agreed  to  the  transfer  of  $300,- 
000  in  operating  expenses  from  the 
regular  budget  to  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering.  This  left  a 
margin  of  an  equal  amount  in  the 
budget  to  be  used  for  missionary 
support.  Without  that  margin,  ww 
could  net  have  undertaken  to  ap¬ 
point  90  missionaries  in  19S2. 

What  about  1953:  Dr.  Maddox 
and  Miss  Dawkins  tell  us  that  we 
have  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
promising  groups  of  volunteers 
ready  for  appointment  in  1063  that 
we  have  ever  had.  Even  so,  we  are 
compelled  to  face  the  fact  that  if 
we  appoint  100  missionaries  in  1953, 
we  will  increase  our  1954  budget 
by  not  less  than  $400,000  and  even 
that  would  include  only  minimum 
additions  for  increased  costs  of  field 
operations.  What  are  the  possibili¬ 
ties  for  adding  $400,000  to  our  in¬ 
come  in^l954? 

Continuing  increase  in  receipts 
from  Cooperative  Program  receipts 
over  the  Convention  budget  is  the 
main  possibility  for  continuing  ad¬ 
vance  in  foreign  missions.  On  the 
basis  of  the  present  trend,  how¬ 
ever,  it  appears  that  our  income 
will  decrease  instead  of  increase. 
Action  bat  already  been  taken  hy 
a  number  of  Baptist  state  boards 
to  change  the  schedules  of  distri¬ 
bution  of  Cooperative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts  so  as  to  retain  for  state  pur¬ 
poses  larger  percentages  of  funds 
received  over  the  Convention  bud¬ 
get.  It  now  appears  that  this  pro¬ 
cedure  will  be  rather  widely  follow- 


of  all  of  these  areas;  for  aid  on  the 
salaries  of  3,000  native  pastors, 
evangelistic  teachers,  doctor 
nurses,  and  other  denominational
